Peking, (delayed) July 3.—-Accord- 
ing to an edict issued in the name of 
Hsuan Tung, the young emperor, who 
was put back on the throne today un- 
der the protection of General Chans 
Hsun, President Li Yuan Hung hav- 
ing submitted to the monarchy. The 
edict follows: 


"Li Yuan Hung memorializes us to 
take over the 
government, 
stating 
that he was forced by the troops dur- 
ing the first revolution to become the 
nation's head. He bemoans 
his de- 


fects aa bead of the republic and asks 
us to punish him. We recognize his 
mistakes, and also 
his merits. 
We 
hereby appoint him a duke of the first 
class." 


. 
Order Prevails. 
The imperial emblem is everywhere 
displayed, marking the restoration of 
the manchu 
monarchy. 
There 
has 


been no disorder. 
In a long 
edict, 
Emperor Hsuaii Tung, who was re- 
stored to the throne .today, explained 
how, 
being useful, he was forced to 
relinquish sovereign powers of Yuan 
Shi Kai, the late president of the Chin- 
ese republic. 
The country being threatened with 
disintegrations and party strikes and 
the people appealing to him to take 
over its administration to save th» 
people from suffering, the young em- 
peror says he was compelled to take 
action.
